As seemed likely would Ik* the ease, the Kentucky Derby of 1914 lias attracted the most brilliant list 
,d entries in the long ami notable history of this famous fixture. Secretary Lyman H. Davis, of the New 
Louisville Jockey (hub, under whose auspices tin* race will Ik* run ou the opening day of the eomiug spring 
meet ing at Churchill Downs, yesterday made public the list of tlie forty six nominations received for it. 
They foreshadow tlie greatest Derby ever run over the famous old Louisville course. With the exception 
"i the Fiituritv wiuner. Pennant, and one or two others, all of the two-year -olds that achieved distinction 
in American racing of 1913 are numbered among the list of its eligibies. No rare for three-year-olds in 
inis country since the days of the far-famed American Derby at Washington Park has attracted such an 
; -1-star entry nor held out such promise of a brilliant contest between tlie topnotchers of this age. The 
New Louisville Jockey Club certainly deserves to Ik* congratulated upon ihe results that have so speedily 
Pulowed its far-sighted action in materially increasing the value of ibis important race. It is estimated 
t ii.-i t with the $10,900 to be added to the Derby this season by the New Louisville Jockey Club its gross 
v.ilue will approximate $15,000. This will be in keeping with the iuiiioi lance of iln* Kentucky Derby from 
tin historical and sentimental standpoints.

The latter two are maidens, Miss Cottonwood beiug 
a three-.vear-old and Tempy Duncan a two year-old.

MORE MONEY FOR HORSEMEN AT WOODBINE. 

Ontario Jockey Club Announces Substantial Increases 
in Stakes for Coming Spring Meeting. 



Toronto. (Hit.. March 14. — The program for the 
Ontario Jockey Club’s spring meeting at Woodbine 
is of extreme interest to horsemen, since it includes 
new stakes and more money even where ih** offerings 
have always b»*«*ti on a generous scale. As usual, tin* 
Toronto Cup. *5.000 added, heads the list. 

Next in order is the Connaught Cup. a challenge 
cup presented by their royal highnesses, tin* Duke 
and 1 Richest; of Connaught, with $3,000 added by 
the club, for horses owned in Canada. The W<*od 
st*H*k Place, with $3,000 added, is for three-year- 
olds. Both of thes** races have been increased by 
$1 .000 over the amount added last year. 

Another increase is in the Miuto Stakes. $1,500 
add«*d, an advance of $500. The Victoria Stakes and 
Coronation Stakes, tin* latter for horses foaled in 
Canada, each have $2,500 added and each has been 
increased by $500. 

A new stake, the Juvenile, for two- year -olds, is 
giv* n with $1,500 added. Tin* full list is:

Entrance money in all cases will go to the win- 
ner. and seven races will be the daily card.

WOULD EXEMPT HALF MILE TRACKS. 

Annapolis. Md.. March 14. — Senator Benson has 
introduced a hill exempting the half-mile tracks id 
Baltimore County from the provisions of the Act of 
1912. creating the Baltimore County Racing Com- 
mission. 

Under tin* powers conferred u|x»n it. the Baltimore 
County Racing Commission some time ago provided 
that all betting on races iu Baltimore County must 
he done under tin* parimutuel system. Because of 
the expense attached, the county fairs found it im- 
posslble to conduct races except at a financial loss. 

The Benson bill gives the managers of the half 
mile tracks the right to adopt any form of wagering 
on races that is fair, honest and lawful under tho 
general laws of the state. It provides, however, 
that no races shall lx* conducted ou such tracks for 
more than five consecutive (lays, nor for more than 
ten days during any one year, and that a period of 
at least thirty days shall separate each five-day 
meeting. 

It also prohibits racing during the months of De- 
cember, January, February and March of each year,
